OUR 1»K.VI> HERO. 


There will be ptxin in every American 


heart to-day at the announcement that 
Grant has laid down to rest forever and 
that naught but his memory remains 
for the people to love. Washington, 
Lincoln and Garfield have gone ou be- 
fore and their names are forever en- 
shrined in tha hearts of a freo people, 
but for none of them will there be a more 
deep and abiding aft'eclion cherished 
tliun for the hero of the civil war, whose 
illustrious services in war and peace 
justly entitled him to be honoied as the 
foremost citizen of the greatest nation 
of the world. He was a hero from the 
first to the last. He never murmured 
on the battlefield nor mourned on the 
deathbed, and despite the fact that he 
\vas the victim of n ruthless adventurer 
in his old age, and that bis country too 
long delayed him justice, bis great soul 
passed off into the unknown world 
beaming -with smiles for his country 
acd everybody in it. 


The Special Committee of the San 


Francisco Board of Supervisors, ap-

tion ia found, although there is a con- 
siderable number of Mongolians west of 
Stockton street. 
The committee, or 


aurreyors employed by them, visited 
every house within the district desig- 
nated above, and upon the data ob- 
tained, prepared a report which de- 
mands the enforcement of the Kearney 
shibboleth " The Chinese Hunt Go!" 


The San Francisco Bulletin says: 


"There is a vast amount of arid sage- 
brush land in Nevada which only needs 
irrigation to become highly productive. 
San Francisco capital might find a di- 
rect reward in putting water on those 
dry plains, and an indirect, but no less 
aubstancial gain, in developing the re- 
sources of a region tributary to this 
city and State."

You come from one of George Eliot's 


poems as from a Turkish bath of latest 
science and refinement, appreciative of 
benefit, bat BO battered, beaten and dis- 
jointed as to need repose before yon 
can be conscious of refreshment. 


In these days of ebb and quicksand, 


when agnosticism rears its stone wall 
in front of faith, and writes upon it in 
black letters the end-all and the be-all 
oi all knowing, the unknowable, we 
have no need to kuow where God ia to 
confirm our faith in Him. 


True self-knowledge is never to be 


come at by burrowing in the narrow 
limit of our own individual thoughts, 
feelings and experience. 
We must, in 


order to truly see ourselves, stand be- 
fore the great mirror, humanity, and, in 
its all-reflecting focus, behold our own 
proper individuality.

A tunnel of time, one thousand 


years long, through which humanity 
rumbled blindly in on emigrant train, 
the last skyrockets of the Roman Em- 
pire flaring up at one end, toe first sun- 
beams of the Renaissance shining in at 
the other—and no light''between—the 
no-account period of history.

Slow Work. 


The Washington correspondent of the 


New York Sun has made a calculation 
that at the present rate of removals it 
will take eigbt years to fill all the offices 
with Democrats. In four mouths of a 
Democratic administration, ending July 


4th, 
there were 5,108 changes in Federal 


offices. This is hardly 5 per cent, of 
the 
whole number. Admitting the 


changes to go on at tho game rate, but 
15 per cent, of all would be removed at 
the end of the first year. The Treasury 
Department has done some pretty good 
work in the way of making vacancies, 
thanks to the much-abused Higgiup, 
but the Postoffice Department hud, 
through the continued indisposition of 
Assistant General Hay, fallen behind, 
Inthe Treasury Department proper there 
bad been, up to the 4th of March, 164 
dismissals. In the Customs division of 
Treasury Department there had beea 
550 dismissals, and in the Internal Rev- 
enue division about the same number. 
The War Department has made but 
forty changes, and the State Depart- 
ment is credited with eighty-seven ap- 
pointments of all grades. 
In the Post- 


office Department over 300 appoint- 
ments have been made to Presidential 
postoffices. 
The greatest havoo has 


been made among fourth-class post- 
offices, 2,700 out of 10,000 having been 
removed. In the Interior Department 
there have been about 250 changes, and 
in the navy very few.

On the prairies of Montana grow no 


ess than thirty-three varieties of grass 
and clover, among which are a kind of 
due aftermath of clover similar to the 
'amoas blue-grass of Kentucky, numer- 
ous meadow foxtails, orebaid grasses, 
imothy, and, above all, the rich buffalo 
grass, which can be found everywhere 
n the greatest abundance the year 
round, and which cures on the ground 
without rotting. 
The cattle are turned 


oose to rustle and receive no further 
attention other than two semi-annual 
round-ups for the branding of calves 
and cutting out of marketable beeves. 
The wild thyme, mingled with the na- 
ive grasses, gives a peculiar flavor to 
he meat. The available grnzing land 
u the Territory of Montana (not couut- 
ng the Indian 
reservations, which 


number nearly 28,000,000 acre* of fer- 
He land) can be set down at about 60,- 
000,000 acres. Less than 16,000 In- 
dians control the 
28.00Q.OOO acres, 


hich gives an average of 1,750 acres to 


each buck, squaw and papoose in every 
ribe, or a little over two and a half 
square miles to each individual. 
Most 


of the available land is eminent domain, 
and supports over 1,000,000 head of 
lattle. Ten years ago there v/ere 400 
range cattle in the Territory; to-day 
more than 1,000,000 are scattered over 
he hills and through the valleys.

The Galveston News, speaking of the 


Tops of the State, estimates their yalne 
bis j«ar at $123,000,000, Mid says that 
,t least 1,000,000 head of iat cattle are 
cady for export, while in the matter of 
beep and wool Texas now leads Cali- 
ornia.
